The Fight Near Piketon. 

j Unparalleled Afarch — Arrival of Ten Wound- 
ed Soldiers of the Second Ohio Regiment. 

Tho steamer Boston, from Maysvillc, arriv- 
ed at our wharf yesterday, having on board 
Brigade-Surgeon Bradford of Gen. Nelson's 
command, Lieut. Nugent, and Rev. Mr. Bay- 
less, Chaplain of Col. Marshall s Kentucky 
Regiment, and Capt. Berryhill and nine pri- 
vates of the Second Ohio, wounded m the re- 
cent skirmish near Piketon. From Surgeon 
Bradford we gather some interesting particu- 
lars relative to recent events in Eastern Ken- 
tucky, in addition to those already made pub- 
lic. 

The Doctor and his companions were, of 
course, greatly surprised on learning thejgross- 
ly exaggerated statements of the light at Ivy 
Mountain sent from l'aris and Lexington, 
and wonder the misrepresentations were not 
the other way, as a frightened soldier threw 
down his musket and ran back several miles, 
reporting that Col. Marshall's regiment was 

| cut to pieces, and that Gen. Nelson himself 

\ had been killed. 

The actual loss of the enemy is not known. 

' certainly. Eleven dead bodies were buried 
by our troops, and two wounded died after 

j the fight. 

Wo understand from Surgeon Bradford 
that all our troops in Eastorn Kentucky have 
been ordered to Lexington, and are now on 
j their way to that point. Col. Metcalfe's Kon- 
' tucky Regiment came down the Big Sandy 
on rafts. One of these rafts were wrecked 
in tho rapids about sixty miles above the 
mouth of the stream, and one man drowned. 
About sixty muskets were also lost. The 
Second, Twenty-first and Thirty-third Ohio 
and Col. Marshall's Kentucky Regiments are 
marching across tho country to Maysvillc, 
and may bo expected at our wharf on Thurs- 
day or Friday, in route for Lexington. 

Seventeen wounded soldiers, belonging to 
the Kentucky Regiments, were left at Mays- 
villc.

A Breakfast and What Was Said at it. 

The Massachusetts Twenty-Third, in pass- 
ing through New York city on Tuesday, took 
breakfast at the Astor House, which was the 
occasion of some speech making. The Rev. 
Dr. Osgood thus delivered himself of South 
Carolina: 

'•South Carolina was foremost in the rebel- 
lion. He believed the conscience and Chris- 
tian feeling of the country would be comforted 
jfthecityof Charleston were made a desert 
[immense applause;] if it were made a desert 
in which the owl and the bat would have their 
borne. [Great applause.]'' 

Col. Brown, of Governor Andrew's (Mas- 
sachusetts) staff, thought it a good thing to 
have it understood that tho Massachusetts 
troops were impelled by religious enthusiasm 
as well as patriotic ardor: 

"Recruited in old Essex county, it repre- 
sented the Puritan spirit of its home — that 
spirit which, smoldering for a century, had 
now burst forth again. At camp, the prayer 
meeting had been as regularly attended as tho 
drill, and the whole regiment was full of tho 
old Cromwellian fire." 

Col. Burnside, of Rhode Island, referred to 
slavery, which was, of course, very palatable 
to tho Massachusetts troops. On that topic 
he said : 

"The truth in all its monstrosity was upon 
us, and if that slavery which had bien the 
very cause of the war should really prove, as 
it was now thought to be, a positive source of 
belligerent strength to the enemy, he, for one, 
would wish to seo it swept awav. [Tremen- 
dous sensation and applause.] lie had once 
thought that the old recognition of all State 
Rights might be maintained, but the time had 
come when all rights and liberties were me- 
naced to save them, if needs be. even by the 
infringement of one branch of them! [Great 
acclamation.] If one part of our system be 
bad, in order to save the rest, let us destroy 
that bad part! [Renewed cheering.] It would 
be poor generalship to leave either a positive 
or latent source of strength to the foe un- 
touched." 

This Massachusetts regiment is said to be 
one of the finest in the servico from that State. 
They will, wo see it stated, bo transferred to 
Beaufort. 



The End of the Cumberland Gap Expedition— 
A Disastrous Retreat. 

W. D. Bickham, the Kentucky correspond- 
ent of the Cincinnati Commercial, thus writes 
of a strange and disastrous retreat in Ken- 
tucky. He says : 

TRESTO. 

An order has just been issued ordering 
every regiment in this brigade to move at 8 
o'clock this evening. The object of it is not 
generally understood. Those to whom it has 
been explained are surprised and chagrined. 
The column is ordered to move back as rapid- 
ly as possible to Crab Orchurd, and to trans- 
port all the sick who can be removed. The 
order was predicated upon an order from Gen. 
Thomas, who forwarded it by express relays 
from Crab Orchard. It is reported that a 
heavy column, divested from Buckner's com- 
mand, is running rapidly forward upon 
Somerset, to cut us off. Thus you perceive a 
big scare is at the bottom of the retrograde 
operation. It is not worth while to speculate 
upon the subject. I suspect, however, that 
this is but a brilliant cover for the ridiculous 
termination of the great Cumberland Gap 
Expedition. It may have been devised, nlso, 
as a decent apology for recalling the Ten- 
nessee regiments. I have been disposed to 
think Gen. Thomas was responsible for the 
failure of this enterprise, but it is now appa- 
rent that the late commander of tho Depart- 
ment of the Cumberland was the responsible 
party. W. D. B. 



Camp Near Crab Orchard, Ky., 1 
November 15. / 

After a march of almost unparalleled se- 
verity, considering there was no apparent 
necessity for it, part of the Wild Cat 
Brigade arrived this evening at a point with- 
in two miles of Crab Orchard, and went into 
camp. Many of our poor fellows are still 
struggling and straggling along the road pain- 
fully striving to reach a harbor of rest. This 
march was as disastrous as a battle and de- 
feat. I have no time now, evert if I were not 
severely fatigued, to depict tho wretched pic- 
ture. I will do it hereafter. 

The Fourteenth, Seventeenth, and Thirty- 
eighth Ohio will encamp here. The Tennes- 
seeans and Third Kentucky Regiment were 
ordered back to London after the advance of 
tho former have reached a point three miles 
beyond Mt. Vernon. Many of the Tennessec- 
ans went back before orders were issued to 
that effect, proclaiming their intention to re- 
turn home. Our march has temporarily dis- 
abled the entire brigade, and large numbers 
will be in the hospital in a day or two. So 
ends the "great Cumberland Gap Expedi- 
tion." 

Last night the Thirty Eighth Ohio encamp- 
ed five miles south of London. During the 
night ft decayed treo was blown down in 
camp, and several men were dangerously in- 
jured — one said to be fatally hurt.

Secretary Cameron Speaks Again. 

During a recent visit to Springfield, Mass., 
Secretary Cameron, held forth in this wise : 

Mr. Cameron spoke of the cause of the 
war, and said that every body understood 
what had produced it; it was the discordant 
element of slavery. In regard to that insti- 
tution, he believed that the end of the war 
would be tho end of slavery, unless tho 
rebels returned to their duties and their loyal- 
ty- 

The Secretary, in the course of the conver- 
sation, further remarked that in fitting out 
tho expedition which had so recently sailed 
for the South, he had directed that an extra 
quantity ofgunsshould accompany the forces, 
and that the commander should place these 
arms in the hands of any men who might of- 
fer to use them. He had no doubt that plenty 
of men would be found, even in South Caro- 
lina, who would be willing to fight for the 
cause of freedom, and the preservation of the 
Union. In this belief, he would see that any 
other expedition that might hereafter go 
South, should take sufficient arms to enable 
those who desired to fight to take the field in 
aid of tho Union cause. 

The views of the Secretary wero received 
with the greatest gratification, enhanced by 
the frankness, readiness, and courtesy, with 
which he responded to the many inquiries of 
those who sought his opinion. The war and 
the Government were vastly strengthened 
in the heart of Massachusetts by Simtjn 
Cameron's free talk with the pcopleof Spring- 
field.

Practically there are but two parties in the 
North — tho Democratic and the Republican.

John Cochrane and Arming the Slaves— The 
Indorsement of that Policy by Secretary 
Cameron. 

The Cincinnati Gazette's Washington 
special dispatches of yesterday had the fol- 
lowing : 

"The marrow of John Cochrane's speech, 
tho whole of which Secretary Cameron un- 
qualifiedly indorsed, is in the following para- 
graph, which we quote verbatim: 

"'This is a war which moves toward the 
protection of our homes, tho safety of our 
families, the continuation of domestic altars 
and the protection of our firesides. In such 
a war we aro justified, and are bound to re- 
sort to every force within our power. 

" ' Shall we not seize the cotton at Beaufort, 
the munitions of war? And if you would 
seize their property, open their ports, and 
even destroy their lives, I ask you whether 
you would not use their slaves? whether you 
would not arm their slaves, [great applause.] 
and carry them in battalions against their 
masters? [Renewed and tumultuous ap- 
plause.] If necessary to save this Govern- 
ment, I would plungo their whole country, 
black and white, in one indiscriminate sea of 
blood, so that we should, in the end, have 
a Government which would bo the vicegerent 
of God. 

• ll You have arms in your hands, placed 
there for the purpose of exterminating an 
enemy unless he submits to law, order, and 
the Constitution. If he will not submit, ex- 
plode every thing that comes in your way ; 
set firo to tho cotton; explode the cotton ; 
take the slave, and bestow him on the non- 
slaveholder if you please. [Great applause.] 
Do to them as they would do to us. Rai<e up 
a party interest against the absent slavehold- 
er. Distract their counsels, and if this should 
not be sufficient, take the slave by the hand, 
place a musket in it, and in God s name bid 
him strike for the liberty of the human race.'" 
[Immense applause.] 

This speech of Mr. Cochrane has gladdened 
the hearts of the radical Republicans more 
than any thing that has lately occurred. We 
do not ourselves regard so much what Mr. 
Cochrane said as its indorsement by the Sec- 
retary of War. Mr. Cochrane himself, and 
what he mav say, are not of very much con- 
sequence. He always was crotchety, vacilla- 
ting, and uncertain. He was one of the con- 
coctors of the Buffalo Platform, and has vi- 
brated since between that and extreme pro- 
slavery. He has now taken the back schutc, 
and gone clean over the Buffalo contrivance, 
and is for placing arms in the hands of the 
slaves, nnd bidding them in God's name 6trike 
for "the liberty of the human race. " His uncle, 
Gerret Smith, tho notorious Abolitionist, can 
now rejoice that he has a nephew in Mr. 
Cochrane, who bids fair to outstrip himself in 
his anti-slavery views.

Col. King's battalion had left Camp 
Beauregard on the 8th instant, and, passing 
through Mayfield, had occupied Viola, a point 
on the railroad some eight or nine miles 
nearer Paducah, and that the remainder of Gen.

Mayfield, which you will remember is about 
twenty-five miles from Paducah. I am unable 
to say whether these points are occupied 
with a view to the offensive or defensive op- 
erations, as it may either bo construed into an 
offensive movement against Paducah, or a 
defensive measure to prevent a flank move- 
ment upon Columbus. 

"Since writing tho above, a rumor has 
reached camp that Bowen's forces were met 
near Mayfield by about 5,000 Federalists, a 
fierce battle ensued, nnd victory rgain perch- 
ed upon our standard. There aro no details 
given, and the report seems to be too vague 
to command my fullest confidence, but I 
give it for what it is worth. The report 
wears every shade of probability, but like 
things seen at a distance, there are no sharp 
outlines on which tho mind s eye can rest."

Havre." 



The Capture of Slidell and Mason from a British 
Steamer. 

The great sensational news item of the day 
is tho capture of John Slidell and Jas. M. 
Mason, Commissioners appointed by the South- 
ern rebels to represent their interest at the 
Courts of France and England. They were 
taken by force off a British mail steamer by 
the United States frigate . San Jacinto, against 
the remonstrance of the British Captain and 
the protest of the Commissioners. The res- 
ponsibility for the act, which is a most extra- 
ordinary one, is assumed by Captain Wilkes, 
who in any event was determined to have 
Mason and Slidell, whom he learned were 
abord of the British vessel. The people of 
the North will bo pleased to secure such lead- 
ing spirits among the rebels, but grave doubts 
of the policy of the seizure, under the circum- 
stances, will force themselves upon thecautious 
and discreet. How Great Britain will regard 
the matter-whetherour own Governmenteven 
will sanction it, is uncertain, although wo are 
told in the dispatches that the news created 
great rejoicing in Washington. — Or.. 



Unfortunate Diversion of Military 
Energies. — It is reported that Gen. Sherman 
has arrested G. P. Buell, correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Times, and is crying havoc and 
letting slip the dogs of war generally among 
newspaper army correspondents. The specific 
offense of Mr. Buell is not given. Certainly he 
has not disclosed anything that Gen. Sher. 
man has done, and there seems to have been 
the best possible guarantee that he would not 
disclose anything that Gen. Sherman was 
about to do. 

Gen. Sherman distinguished his accession 
to the command in Kentucky by inaugurat- 
ing a vigorous war on newspaper correspon- 
dents. Great expectations were raised by 
this of an energetic prosecution of the war in 
that department. People said, if he is so | 
formidable to friendly correspondents, how . 
terrible he will be to the enemy when he 
meets him. But unfortunately for the public 
service the war on the newspaper men exhaust- 
ed Gen. Sherman s energies, and his cam- 
paign in Kentucky closed as it began, with a 
general at'ack on newspaper correspondents. 
The same fatality seems to have attended all 
our Generals who have distinguished them- 
selves by their achievements against corres- 
pondents.

Women Wanted. 

"Wo have heretofore alluded to tho great 
deficiency of females iu the new territories of 
j tho far West, and especially in the mining 
1 regions; but the subject is now again brought 
forward more prominently by various influ- 
ential journals. Governor Gilpin, the new 
chief-magistrato of Colorado, in his message 
to the first Legislature of the territory, says: 

. "The predominance in numbers of malecitisens 
[ over females and children is a fact so remarkable as 
lo hav* no. record-) 1 precedent in any new society 
voluntarily planted and perpetuated in the wilder- 
ness." 

In this the Governor is mistaken. Nevada 
is precisely in the same condition, and Cali- 
fornia was much worse off ten years ago. 
The want is a strange ono. and yet character- 
istic of tho newness of tho settlements and of 
the suddenness of tho migratory movement. 
Very many young men and bachelors have 
mingled in the emigration, in pursuit of ad- 
venture or fortune, in the mining region. 
Families aro rare among the gold seekers, 
owing to the wild and rude organization of 
society. It would be a great blessing to both 
Colorado and Nevada if an emigration of fe- 
males to those territories could bo obtained. 
It would do moro to give character and per- 
manence to tho settlements than anything else 
which could be done. Many thousands of 
poor girls, destitute of employment in the 
Atlantic States, would he gladly welcomed in 
these rcmoto regions, and might establish 
themselves for life in domestic happiness and 
comfort, if but some benevolent and respon- 
sible body of persons would undertake to 
manage tho enterprise of sendiitg them out. 
This would be true charity, and result in last- 
ing good. — Exchange..

Southern Account of the Belmont Battle. 

The Great Battle at Columbus — Our Troopt 
Rnillttd and Driven to the Water a Edge — 
Grand Rally and Charge — Gallant Conduct 
of General Pillow — Address of General 
Cheatham. 

To prevent the Federals from erecting bat- 
teries on the Missouri shore opposite Colum- 
bus, and to act as scouts, Colonel Tappan's 
Arkansas Regiment, Colonel Marks' Louisi- 
ana Regiment, and somo cavalry, had been 
some months encamped on the Missouri shore 
, opposite Columbus. News was brought to 
the encampment about 7 o clock on Thursday 
morning, that the enemy was coming upon 
them in large force, and was actually only 
three miles distant. Immediately informa- 
tion of the fact was sent over to Columbus, 
when Gen. Pillow, with Colonels Rickett's, 
Russell s, and Wright's Regiments, and Log- 
wood's Cavalry, were transported across the 
river. They had only landed and gone about 
half a mile from the boats, when the enemy 
appeared in full force in the woods, and the 
fighting immediatly commenced. The light 
battery which had been stationed on the Mis- 
souri shore was first brought into requisition, 
but tho enemy kept advancing and driving in 
our force as they moved, till finally, by 12 
o'clock M., they had taken our battery and 
entire encampment, our troops being forced 
under the bluff to tho water's edge. 

The enemy, flushed with victory, then pnr- 
tinlly ceased their pursuit, and engaged in 
setting fire to our tents, taking prisoners, and 
committing other depredations. They short- 
ly after opened a fire on the steamers Prince 
und Charm, which were engaged in bringing 
over reinforcements, sending a ball through 
tho wheel-house of both, but not seriously in- 
juring either. This led our friends at Colum- 
bus to suspect that our side had been repulsed, 
and immediately a heavy cannonade was 
opened from the Columbus sideun the enemy 
in our camp on the Missouri shore. The 128- 
pounder did fearful execution. In the mean 
time General Pillow, having been reinforced 
by Colonels Carroll's, Walker's, Breman's, 
Stephens', and the Twelfth Louisiana Regi- 
ments, re-formed his forces about amilebelow 
our encampment on tho road, and executed a 
tlank movement on tho enemy, re-captured 
our battery, and was gallantly driving the 
Federals before him with great slaughter, 
when, about 2 o'clock, ho was still further re- 
inforced by Colonel Smith's Regiment and 
Blythe's Mississippi Battery, in command of 
General Cheatham, who, on landing on tho 
Missouri side, briefly but eloquently appealed 
to the men "to follow him, and he would lend 
them to hell or to victory. The men, being 
fresh, soon caught up with the flying enemy, 
and in conjunction with Logwood s cavalry 
battalion, pursued and cut them down to 
within fifty yards of the gun-boats on which 
the enemy debarked — the enemy mcanuhilo 
keeping up a most terrific cannonade, upon 
our pursuing hosts, from the gun-boats. 

We captured a large lot of ammunition, 
about two thousand stand of arms, a few pieces 
of artillery, besides knapsacks, wagons, colors, 
and overcoat^, without number. 

The enemy had engaged in tho fight, ten 
regiments, fifteen pieces of light artillery, and 
some cavalry. 

Mr. Harman, of this city, says that when 
ho left the scene of the fight one hundred of 
our killed had been brought in, audit was sup- 
posed that there were from fifty to one hun- 
dred more scattered about on the field. He 
estimates the wounded on our side at from 
two hundred and fifty to three hundred. 
Captain J. Willy Armstrong was shot all to 
pieces. Colonel Pickett was shot between the 
shoulder and the breast. Major J. G. Finnie, 
aid to Pillow, had the lower jaw-bone on the 
right side shot off. Captain Saffrons was 
badly wounded, but was not dead up to 12 
o clock. Lieutenant J. Walker was badly 
wounded in the leg. Captain Easley, of com- 
pany D, Carroll's regiment, received two bul- 
lets in his right breast. Captain J. T. Layton 
and Taylor, of Pickett's regiment, are both 
d.-in^'-rously wounded. Major Thos. Stokes, 
of Colonel Cathin's regiment, and Captain 
Toby and Lieutenant William Coleman, of ' 



the Cuba Guards, are reported killed. Colo- 
nel Preston Smith had his horse shot under 
him. 

The battle throughout was exceedingly 
fierce. The fire on Pillow's force in the first 
instance was tremendous. The Federals 
fought with unusual bravery. They were 
picked men — the very flowcrof the Mississippi 
army. Only our superior Generalship and 
the desperate courage of our men gave us 
victory. The whole field was covered with 
slain Federals. It is supposed that from four 
hundred to five hundred Federals at least 
were killed, and as many wounded. Our two 
hundred prisoners had been brought in Thurs- 
day night. It is supposed that the enemy 
lost in killed, wounded, and prisoners, at least 
one thousand. Among the prisoners are 
Colonel Dougherty, General Bowling, Colo- 
nel Buford, a Lieutenant-Colonel, a Cap- 
tain of Artillery, and other commissioned offi- 
cers. 

The butchery of the Federnls was most ter- 
rific after they had reached their boats. 
Packed together in dense masses, Smith's 
regiment poured on them, for half an hour, 
an incessant fire at a distance of only eighty 
yards. An immense number were killed and 
wounded ; the gutters around the boats filled 
with torrents of blood, which crimsoned the 
river around for a considerable distance, and 
made the decks so slippery that the men could 
scarcely stand. Those who approached the 
wheel were shot down as fast as they appear- 
ed, sc that they were compelled to turn the 
boat into the stream without guidance. , 

Colonel Bryson, of this city, walked over 
the battle-field on Friday. He saw about two 
hundred dead Lincolnitcs, which was supposed 
not tobeonehalf. TheTwcnty-seventh Iowa 
and the Seventeenth Illinois were cut all to 
pieces. The captain of one of these regiments 
that superintended the burial of their dead, 
said that a Corporal's Guard could not be 
got out of the Iowa regiment. 

General Pillow telegraphed on Saturday 
that our loss in killed and wounded was about 
six hundred.

The Right of Search and Seizure at Sea. 

The seizure of Mason and Slidcll on board 
a British steamer at sea, by the commander 
of the American war steamer San Jacinto, 
will probably be regarded as a step forward 
fort a nation, hitherto, so distinguished as this 
for its nicety in regard to searches and seiz- 
ures at sea. The. right of search has been 
one of our national antipathies, quite as much 
as British tyranny, or taxation without repre- 
sentation. The British practice of seizing 
their subjects on board our vessels, was the 
chief reason for our last war with that nation; 
and our motto "Free Trade and Sailor's 
Rights,'' meant no searches nor seizures from 
our vessels. So strenous have we been that 
we have assumed that our flag should protect 
slavers from search by any but our own men- 
of-war, although we had in common with 
other nations declared it piracy. It is true 
this was an absurd claim, never carried'out 
in practice, and always violated by our own 
cruisere whenever they seized or searched 
slavers, but American statesmen have stout- 
ly maintained it on paper, and have acquired 
renown among the pothouse politicians at 
home by their boldness in ''bearding the Brit- 
ish Lion," and by their high stand for Amer- 
ican rights. Our dealings with foreign na- 
tions have been altogether too much charac- 
terized by these impracticable assumptions, 
and by insolent pretension with a view to their 
electioneering effect at home, and at this time 
wc are reaping the natural consequences of 
them in the complacency with which foreign 
nations regard the disruption of this Govern- 
ment, and in their willingness to have it final. 

All the arguments which have made our 
Secretaries of State famous on the right of 
search in times past, will now be returned 
upon us. It is doubtful if the British Gov- 
ernment will consent quietly to this seizure ; 
but it also will have to take a step forward if 
it resists the arrest, for the British Govern- 
ment has never assented to our doctrine in 
ibis matter. It has always claimed the right 
to seize its own subjects from our vessels at 
sea. It refused to give up this right in the 
war of 1812, and our Government waived 
the demand and made a treaty of peace with- 
out alluding to it. Circumstances soon after 
made the practice unnecessary to the British 
Government, so far as the impressment of 
sailors was concerned ; but the right of search 
remained in the same position — the British 
asserting the right and the Americans declar- 
ing it no right. In regard to slavers, the 
British have endeavored to modify their prac- 
tice to suit our pretensions, by turning over 
slavers under our flag to American cruisers, 
when practicable. Thus this case stands— on 
our side the seizure is a direct violation of our 
traditional principle, and of all the strong ar- 
guments of our statesmen; on the other side 
it is proper according to the doctrine and 
practice of the British Government, except 
when in tho mutual undertaking to suppress 
the slave trade, the practice has been modi- 
fied to suit tho American prejudice on this 
point; while it is probable that England will 
have a disposition to resent the seizure, and 
to turn against us on traditional principle, and 
our strong arguments. 

It is impossible to see that importance in 
the arrest of Mason and Slidell which the 
telegraph is attempting to make. If they 
were to be brought to tho penalty of their 
treason, there would be a satisfaction to jus- 
tice and to an outraged people; but there is 
no way of doing it by the civil law. They 
must be tried in the district where the crime 
was committed, and by a jury of that district. 
When a New York jury is unable to agree 
in the trial of the pirates of the Savannah, 
although taken in the act, it can hardly bo 
expected that a Virginia jury would convict 
-Mr. Mason, or a Mississippi jury Mr. Slidell, 
even if the conditions of a trial in those lo- 
calities wero practicable; and as by the ruling 
of Northern District Judges the overt act of 
levying war must be established to constitute 
the crime of treason, it would bo questionable 
if they could be convicted even here. Our 
military administration, although ready 
enough to arrest, has not yet come up to the 
sticking point of executing by a military tri- 
bunal. Its prisoners seem to be suspended 
between Military and civil jurisdiction, hav- 
ing neither tho summary justice of one, nor 
the safeguards of the other. 

The detention of these rebol Commissioners 
will have no important effect in suppressing 
the rebellion. Even in the North, the loss of 
any two of our great men would not in the 
least impair the national vigor in carrying on 
the war. The South has always been more 
prolific in prominent men than the North, 
therefore it will be even less affected by the 
loss of a couple of them. In fact, the pletho- 
ra of leaders usually encumbers the vigor of 
republics, and depiction might be beneficial 
at almost anv time. These arch rebels will 
go to Fort Layfayctte or Fort Warren, or, 
perhaps to the new St. Helena, which the 
Government has ordered to be established in 
Lake Eric. There is no very lofty satisfac- 
tion in that, and we fcarthcy will be treated by 
our authorities as of much more precious flesh, 
and worthy of much tenderer fare, than our 
officers, soldiers, civilians, and members of 
Contrress receive in the tobacco warehouses 
of Richmond, or in the forts of the South. 
They may bo of some value for exchange, but 
we fail to see enough importance in this seiz- 
ure to warrant such extravagant rejoicing as 
is telegraphed from Washington, or to com- 
pensate for violating our own rules and prac- 
tice in regard to seizures at sea, or for raising 
anv difficulties with tho British Government.

AViikkkas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law of the land, 1 think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as I do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to bo obedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that tho hu 
inane and noble purposes of tho Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said uct 
of the General Assenib^ - is us follows: 

Resolution, providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citizen* ojtkii Vommomctalth. 
"Whekkas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in tho unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, us sho ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all ; 
but ns her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony mny not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and be at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war. they will as far as possible, 
relieve nnd palliate its calamities; therefore 
Resolved bi/ the (irueriil Assembly of the 
Common wealth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the civil authorities, und respect in 
times of tear as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by tho Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens however they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unito in protecting each other In 
their rights, of life, liberty, nnd property, 
against all and every inva-ion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Resolved, That wc, tho Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend n

THE Commanding General in the State of Ken- 
tucky have decided, in concurrence with the 
General (iovernment, to accept no troops except 
those enlisted for three years, unless sooner dis- 
charged, this Board has decided to incur no farther 
expense about recruiting ttrelve month, men. All 
such recruits will therefore be instantly disband- 
ed, utiles* they wilt consent to be mustered into the 
service for three years.

$ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

v V. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and w ith such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "All act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, l»6(l ; and he shall have theau- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, llth, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

§ 11. This act to be of force from its passage. 
Has this day been passed by both houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor s objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, nnd is 
therefore the law of tbe land. Now, 
therefore, I, do hereby issuo this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers nnd 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to all tho requirements of said above recited 
act.
